tastes  of  any  listener. 

A cursory  glance  at  the  cata- 
logue shows  us  works  of  Mont- 
everdi, Palestrina,  Pergolesi, 
Brahms,  Ba,rtok,  Hindemith, 
Schoenberg — from  the  old  to  the 
very  contemporary. 

TO  PROVE  what  a fantastic 
amount  of  music  there  is,  if  one 
would  take  eight  hours  off  a day 
for  sleep,  he  would  have  to 
spend  forty-nine  days  at  the 
turntables  listening  sixteen 
hours  a day  in  order  to  hear  the 
entire  collection.  By  the  way, 
one  could  interrupt  this  mara- 
thon with  short-hand  lessons 
from  the  miniature  collection  of 
records  used  for  dictation  prac- 
tices.
